WILMINGTON- In a 5-1 
vote, the Wilmington School 
Committee voted last Wed- 
nesday to appoint Joanne 
Benton as interim superin- 
tendent, pending negotia- 
tions and availability. — 

Benton retired from her 
position as Wilmington su- 
perintendent in 2014, but 
after her replacement Mary 
DeLai resigned from her 
position following the revela- 
tion of a recent DWI arrest, 
Benton’s name immediately 
began floating around social 
media as a possible, tempo- 
rary replacement. 

The School Committee con- 
sidered four other candi- 
dates besides Benton, two of 
whom came in for interviews 
at the Wednesday meeting. 


Joe Connelly worked as a 
teacher and administrator in 
Wilmington for 19 years be- 
fore departing the district to 
pursue a superintendent po- 
sition elsewhere. Since retir- 
ing, Connelly has continued 
to work throughout the state 
to fill needed positons, doing 
everything from interim 
principal to superintendent 
and even town manager. 

Despite his long career, 
Connelly retained a great 
deal of affection for the Town 
of Wilmington and offered his 
services when he heard about 
DeLai’s sudden resignation. 

“That is my most driving 
reason for seeking this posi- 
tion,” Connelly told the com- 
mittee. “Wilmington was 
special to me.”

WIEMINGTON — Police 
Chief Michael Begonis up- 
dated the Board of Sel- 
ectmen and Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull on the status of 
the new firing range being 
constructed at Abigail Is- 
land. 

As reported by the Town 
Crier in April, the project 
will actually be a return for 
the Wilmington Police De- 
partment, as a firing range 
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was in use on Abigail Island 
from 1985 to 2003-2004. 

In an interview with the 
Town Crier in April, Hull ex- 
plained that the new site 
was located north of the 
original location, while still 
on the island, moving to 
higher ground. 

Per Begonis at Monday’s 
meeting, he expects the 
range to be completed and 
in use before the end of the 
year. 

“We’re probably about two 
steps away from actively 
being able to utilize it,” 
Begonis said. 

The project had an original 
budget of $130,000. Begonis 
stated that the HESCO Bar- 
riers were purchased for an 
estimated cost of $19,300. 
The project had originally 
budgeted for these barriers 
to cost in the $30,000 range, 
but engineering efforts re- 
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als are transferred from rail 
to truck, in the towns of 
Wilmington and Woburn, 
Massachusetts. 

NET proposes to acquire 
5,727 feet of existing track, to 
rehabilitate or construct a 
combined 10,838 feet of track, 
and to operate as a rail car- 
rier over the total 16,565 feet 
of track on and adjacent to

property currently owned by 
the Olin Corporation at 51 
Eames St. in Wilmington. 
NET anticipates moving 
goods and materials (e.g. 
bricks, newspaper, steel, gly- 
cols, biofuels, liquid natural 
gas, vegetable oils, wood 
chips, sand, and gravel) and 
transloading them from rail 
ears directly onto trucks,

They also estimate that it 
would operate two round trip 
trains per day with approxi- 
mately 30 rail cars as well as 
approximately 400 round trip

“Tiny, Ricky said, ‘When I 
die I want to come back 
home,” Shine said, recount- 
ing a* recent conversation 
with Ricky Spires, his termi- 
nally ul friend who grew up 
in Tewksbury and now lives 
in Florida. “I told Ricky I 
would do everything in my 
power to honor his last wish.”

for Shine, who said Ricky 
Spires and his late brother, 
Bobby Spires, are a moun- 
tain of a man — in body and 
spirit. “They were big and 
muscular and I was a skinny 
little thing,” Shine said. 
“Ricky said, ‘Tiny, I want to 
be buried next to Bobby,” 

Shine grew up in Wilming- 
ton, but became fast friends 
with the Spires brothers, 
Bobby and Ricky, who lived 
in neighboring Tewksbury. 

“I am like a brother in their 
family. Even though we are 
not blood, we were always 
together. We were always in 
and out of each other’s 
homes,” Shine said. 

When the three young men 
grew up, they heard the call 
to serve their country and 
listened. Ricky joined the

Although Ricky and he 
planned to enlist together, 
Shine joined the Navy. 

Bobby, who was going to be 
Shine’s best man, was draft- 
ed and killed in action in 
Vietnam. 

Though many years have 
passed, Shine and Ricky have 
remained close, even though 
Ricky moved to Florida when 
his parents relocated there. 

“Ricky is confined to a 
wheel chair and could not 
stand the cold,” Shine said. 
“He’s now in home hospice, 
riddled with cancer due to 
Agent Orange. Ricky was 
given two months to live 
three months ago. When he 
passes away, his wish is to be 
buried in Tewksbury next to 
his brother, Bobbie. I told 
him I will do what I can to 
make this happen.” 

With this goal in mind, 
Shine sprang into action, en- 
listing the help of Lisa 
Downing, the local veterans’ 
agent. Downing suggested a 
fundraiser and contacted the 
Elks club, which was happy 
to help. 

In short order an event fell 
into place, with the Elks club 
donating the room, a band 
volunteered to provide enter- 
tainment, and a caterer has 


offered to provide some food. 
Shine is working to get dona- 
tions of items for raffles to 
raise more funds during the 
evening. 

“The Elks are always here 
to help the vets out. This is a 
very worthwhile cause to 
bring Ricky home,” said 
member John Bushway, who 
is working with Shine to get 
the word out. 

The Bring Ricky Home 
fundraiser will be held from 
7:30 to 11 p.m. on Friday, Nov. 
4 at the Wilmington-Tewks- 
bury Elks Club. The goal is to 
raise $6,000 to bring Ricky’s 
body home when he passes 
way. 

Any funds in excess of the 
amount to accomplish this 
goal will be donated to the 
Tewksbury POW MIA Chair 
Project in town hall, in 
memory of Wayne Allen. A 
$20 donation is requested at 
the door. 

“The Spires family has 
given so much to Tewksbury, 
and Ricky deserves to be 
welcomed home to be laid to 
rest with full honors,” said 
Representative Jim Miceli, 
19th Middlesex District.

His entry into the field of 
ant gourds came almost 
by chance. In his Backyard 
Gardening book, he accused 
a@ frivolous bumblebee of 
starting everything. He had 
been’ ‘growing pumpkins, 
large; ‘but not too large, to 
tertain his children. On 
e other side of the yard, he 
Had ‘planted giant Hungar- 
ian Squash. One day in late 
summer, nearly 50 years 
ago, he looked at the pump- 
kin patch and what did he 
sbe ‘but an orange monster. 
The*{75-lb gourd, not a true 
pumpkin, became known ‘as 
a squmpkin. 
‘Wiberg became obsessed 
ith growing large sqump- 
kans. He took great pains in 
6 i 


the garden, carefully dou- 
ble-spading the pumpkin 
patch, sterilizing the soil 
and adding lots of compost 
and fertilizer. He even cut 
down a few trees to give his 
plants additional sunlight. 

He would occasionally go on 
the Dave Maynard show on 
WBZ radio, offering garden- 
ing advice and squmpkin 
seeds. During the winter, he 
would sit down in front of the 
fireplace with seeds and 
envelopes. He never imagined 
that he was planting seeds of 
a worldwide movement. 

Everything changed in the 
early 1980s when Howard Dill 
of Nova Scotia developed a 
true pumpkin that would 
grow to gigantic proportions. 
Wiberg abandoned the 
squmpkins and took to grow- 
ing Dill’s Atlantic Giant. 

Having spent his career in 
marketing, he was a natural 
promoter. He invited friends 
and acquaintances to bring 
their pumpkins to Elia’s store 
in North Wilmington for con- 
test. John Elia would oblig- 
ingly trundle a meat scale 
onto the loading dock. Wil- 
mington was the site of the 
first pumpkin weigh-off. 

His son, Hugo III, said the 
only reward was a_ hand- 
shake and bragging rights 
for a year. Suggestions would 
be offered, and everyone

would go back to try again 
for the next year. 

Wiberg was absolutely self- 
less in promoting the pump- 
kin competition. He ap- 
proached a plant food com- 
pany, proposing a prize for 
the first grower with a 
pumpkin over 1000 pounds. 
He never won that prize, but 
was always an enthusiastic 
supporter of other growers. 

He approached the Tops- 
field Fair, suggesting a pump- 
kin weigh-off. After being 
rebuffed a few times, in 1984 
he finally got the ear of a 
board member. The deal was 
they would hold a pumpkin 
event if he would run it. But 
it would be on the last day of 
the fair, and outdoors. Wiberg 
persisted, urging that it be a 
first day event. It quickly 
became the largest event of 
the fair, with massive televi- 
sion publicity. Topsfield soon 
was hosting the final weigh- 
off for a large regional com- 
petition encompassing many 
northeastern states. 

Wiberg’s squmpkins had 
been in the range of 300 to 
500 pounds. The Atlantic 
Giants soon were pushing 
1,000 pounds, and now exceed 
2,000. Wiberg would trundle 
his squmpkin around on a 
mechanic’s dolly, aided by 
volunteers. Today’s growers 
often need cranes to move

their gourds. 

This year, Steve Connolly 
of Sharon won the Topsfield 
weigh-off with a 2,075.5-lb. 
pumpkin. 

There are pumpkin launch- 
ing contests, carving con- 
tests, and the pumpkin festi- 
val in Damariscotta, Maine 
even has a pumpkin regatta. 
Yes, boats made from pump- 
kins. 

Wiberg appeared on televi- 
sion several times. He first 
hauled a squmpkin to Boston 
in the front seat of his old 
Buick. That experience 
taught him that a stationary 
orange blob does not neces- 
sarily make good television. 
Other shows were more mem- 
orable — Sunday morning 
Country Gardening with Dave 
Maynard, PBS Victory Gar- 


den, and was interviewed by 
Martha Stewart at the Tops- 
field Fair. He also appeared 
on Martha Stewart’s show 
after publishing a book on 
hand-feeding wild birds. 
Wiberg wrote a gardening 
column for the Town Crier 
for many years. He also pho- 
tographed Wilmington foot- 
ball games. The only com- 
pensation he asked was for 
darkroom time. After the 
season was completed, he 
would take a Saturday in the 
Town Crier darkroom and 
produce a collection of pho- 
tographs, which he would 
then present to the players. 
The “sport” of pumpkin 
growing has gone interna- 
tional, with approximately 
100 pumpkin sites around the 
world. The world record is

held by a Swiss gardener, Ben 
Meier, who grew a 2,323.7-Ib.

News Correspondent 


 paige@yourtowncrier. com 


y now it has proba- 

bly come to your 

attention that the 
population of Tewks- 
bury. has swelled to include 
“some rather large fowl strut- 
ting around our yards and 
erossing our roadways. The 
population of wild turkeys 
has. seemingly exploded this 
-year, with large roving 
flocks or “rafters” making 
their way across the town. 

‘These gobblers and hens 
are. ‘eastern wild turkeys, 
“native to this portion of the 
‘country and plentiful in 
Massachusetts. Wild turkeys 
,are the largest game bird in 
North America. 

“The proliferation of tur- 
“Keys, this year can be attrib- 
vuted to a few factors, and 
Tewksbury i is not alone host- 
ing a large number of the 
birds. The destruction of 
natural habitat due to con- 
tinued development plagues 
communities across the 
commonwealth. The remo- 
val of forested areas pushes 
natural turkey predators 
such as fox, coyote and 
goshawks, owls and rac- 
coons away from turkey 
habitats and as such, the 
population explodes. The

mild weather also encour- 
ages survival and the nor- 
mal die off of chicks is 
greatly reduced. The abun- 
dance of food supply is also 
a factor, so home gardens, 
the corn fields on the state 
hospital land, and back yard 
feeders all contribute. 

Wild turkeys are not mig- 
ratory by nature so they are 
seen all year ‘round. Nes- 
ting in the trees and travers- 
ing large areas, the turkeys 
are quite at home in Tewks- 
bury, as they have been for 
over 100 years. 

Ground feeding turkeys 
claim a wide territory which 
explains their “on the move” 
behaviors. A combination of 
forest, wetlands, open fields 
and residential lawns pro- 
vide the variety and quanti- 
ty of food sources that these 
16-24 pound birds need. Do 
not feed wild turkeys or put 
out feeders for them as they 
quickly can become depend- 
ent on human-provided food 
and will stop their natural 
grazing. According to mass- 
wildlife.gov, wild turkeys 
can survive just fine on their 
own and do not need any 
help from man. 

Turkeys can also become 
used to people and actually 
incorporate people into their 
own flock. Turkeys can be 
seen in a yard while someone

is raking, and while it is 
appears that human and 
avian are coexisting, in fact, 
the turkeys cannot distin- 
guish the “person” as a 
human, but rather decides it 
is a male or female and can 
approach the individual, 
expecting them to, of course, 
be a turkey. As such, turkeys 
that have become habituated 
to humans could become ag- 
gressive, since maintaining a 
pecking order is natural for 
them, and the human will 
just be perceived as another 
member of the flock. 

There have been reports of 
wild turkeys becoming agi- 
tated in Tewksbury, and 
police logs reveal that tur- 
keys can become aggressive 
toward children especially if 
they feel threatened or are 
taunted. Residents are re- 
minded to keep their dis- 
tance from turkeys. While it 
might be compelling to ap- 
proach one of these magnifi- 
cent birds, understand that 
they will view a child as a 
subordinate and a human 
adult as dominant and po- 
tentially try to follow or 
attack based on their own 
position in the group. 

The Merrill family of 
Tewksbury found themselves 
acting as surrogates after 
rescuing a baby turkey, or 
poult, when it became sepa- 
rated from its mother and 
fell into a storm drain. Dad 
Mike made the rescue and 
mom Jen called a friend who 
raises hens and got some 
ideas what to feed the baby. 
She even took the young 
turkey out to forage for bugs. 
Several attempts to find the 


mother came up empty 
when finally, one morning, 
the flock appeared across 
the street from their house. 

“T ran to get the baby back 
with the mother,” she said, 
“and startled the group of 
them when I rushed over.” 

Jen shared that the baby 
was quickly accepted into 
the brood and that since the 
summer, the flock has stayed 
intact. Jen did note that she 
made several attempts to 
find a wild animal rescue 
group to accept the baby, but 
to no avail. 

In general, rescuing wild 
animals is not recommended 
and the Merrills were glad to 
be able to reunite the turkey 
with its family fairly quickly.

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Connelly said. “I carry out 
your directives. You estab- 
lish policy and goals for the 
year. The superintendent’s 
job is to carry out the 
administrative functions.” 

The School Committee also 
interviewed Michael LaCa- 
va. A Wilmington native and 
graduate from the Wilming- 
ton High School, LaCava was 
a finalist for the position of 
superintendent in 2014, ulti- 
mately being passed over in 
favor of DeLai. Then and 
now, the School Committee’s 
hesitation regarding LaCava 
was his lack of central office 
experience. 

“J would be very comfort- 
able stepping into the role of 
superintendent,” he assured 
the committee. 

LaCava stated that, since 
his last round of interviews 
with the School Committee, 
he has been involved in a 
number of committees and 
administrative projects, giv- 
ing him even more experi- 
ence and confidence. 

“Y’m in a better place than 
I was two years ago,” LaCa- 
va said. “The way I’m going 
to reassure people is not 
through my words, but with 
my actions.” 

After interviewing LaCava 
and Connelly, the School 
Committee discussed what 
they wanted their approach to 
be: to take a chance on a new- 
comer for the position, with 
the potential to take over the 
role fulltime if things went 
well, or to bring in a retired, 
experienced superintendent 
and then begin full superin- 
tendent search process. 

Committee member Manny 
Mulas has argued in favor of 
bringing in a new superin- 
tendent at the previous 
School Committee meeting, 
but on Wednesday Mulas 
was the first to state that the 
committee’s best approach 
would be to bring in one of 
the retired candidates. 

That left two contenders: 
Connelly and Benton. 

Mary Jane Byrnes and 
Stephen Bjork made pas- 
sionate arguments in favor 
of Benton, citing her recent 
history with the town and 
the outpouring of support for 
her from staff and town res- 
idents. 

“T think we recognize that 
we need to get back to a sta- 
bility so we can continue 
educate our kids and to 


move our staff and students 
forward,” Byrnes said in an 
interview with the Town 
Crier after the meeting. 
“How can you not consider 
those who are in the trench= 
es? These hurdles that we’ve 
had to get through effect 
them, so I think it is impor- 
tant to have that feedback.” 

Bjork referenced the rapid- 
ly approaching budget pro- 
cess and Facility Master 
Plan Committee as key rea- 
son why Benton, with the 
most recent experience with 
the Wilmington district; 
should be the favorite’ to 
head up that effort. ‘ 

“Nobody else can walk inte 
this district and work on the 
Facility Master Plan,” Bjork 
said. “I don’t think, frankly, 
that there is any other 
choice.”

When Holly Niemiec 
arrived on the Ithaca College 
campus four years ago, 
Bombers Women’s Soccer 
coach Mindy Quigg know 
she has scored a recruiting 
coup in bringing the talented 
Wilmington High graduate 
into her program. 

After all, Niemiec had been 
the team MVP in her final 
two seasons as a Wildcat, 
serving as team captain in 
2012, while she was also an 
all-state selection and was 
named Middlesex League 
MVP in her senior season. 
There was plenty of reason 
for optimism. 

And Niemiec did not disap- 
point, earning a spot in the 
lineup as a forward from her 
first game as a freshman 
and moving into the starting 
lineup midway through the 
season. Four years and 77 
career games later, Niemiec 
remains a fixture on the 
Bombers front line, having 


started every game for the 
past three and a half sea- 
sons. 

Quigg, who has presided

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Tournament bound for 
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the eighth straight season 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - For the 
fifth straight year under 
head coach Leanne Ebert 
and for the eighth straight 
year as a program, the 
Wilmington High School 
field hockey team has quali- 

fied for post-season play. 

On Monday night, 
Wilmington received single 
goals from Christina Wright, 
Jill Miele and Taeya Peroni 
to lift the team _ past 
Stoneham, 3-0, to push the 
team's record to 8-7-2, giving 
the team the necessary 18 
points to qualify for the 
playoffs. 

This will mark the 32nd 
time the program has quali- 
fied for the tournament dat- 
ing back to 1970. From 1970 
to 1997 the program won 
close to 300 games, including 


making 21 tournament 
appearances and won 12 
league titles coming 
between the Merrimack 


Valley Conference and (one) 
in the Cape Ann League. 
From 1998 to 2008, the team 
made just two tournament 
appearances and it wasn't 
until the 2009 season under 
then head coach Jodi 
McKenzie that the team had 
its best season since 1992 
with 13 wins, including its 
first tournament win at the 
time in almost two decades. 


McKenzie coached the pro- 
gram for four years, includ- 
ing the last three with a 
combined record of 35-17-9, 
with three tournament 
appearances and two tour- 
nament wins. 

Ebert took over in 2012 and 
has compiled a record of 49- 
29-16 in five seasons and has 
taken five teams to post-sea- 
son play including a 2-4 
record. 

Last year the team 
knocked off Wayland, 2-1, in 
a dramatic overtime game, 
before playing tremendous 
and losing to eventual state 
champion Watertown, 2-0, in 
the Division 2 North 
Quarterfinals. 

In fact, over the previous 
seven tournament appear- 
ances, Wilmington has been 
knocked out three times by 
Watertown, twice by 
Newburyport and one time 
each to Belmont’ and 
Lynnfield. 

Now since 1970, the pro- 
gram has won almost 400 
games. 

This year's team has bat- 
tled inconsistent play, but 
Ebert said that wasn't the 
case during Monday night's 
win. 

“The girls played hard 
tonight. I'm proud of them. 
Tonight was all them, they 
really wanted it and it 
showed in their game - they 
Hay functioned as a team.

I'm happy for the girls and 
thankful for all of the sup- 
port from the coaching staff 
as well. They've been com- 
mitted and an integral part 
of the team's success.” 

Senior captain Wright got 
things going right away 
scoring just 36 seconds into 
the game. Miele added the 
second one with less than 
nine minutes left in the first 
half before Peroni made it 3- 
0 with a tally just five min- 
utes into the second half. 
Wilmington put 18 shots on 
net. 

On the other end, junior 
Rose Cuozzo, who according 
to the Boston Globe has had 
interest from a number of 
Division 1 Colleges including 
Boston College, UMass- 
Amherst and Providence 
College, played exceptional- 
ly well making ten saves to 
record the shut out. 

Wilmington faced 
Burlington on Wednesday 
night to conclude its regular 
season schedule but results 
weren't known as_ of 
presstime. 

On Monday, the MIAA will 
release its tournament pair- 
ings and unless the Wildcats 
are in a preliminary game, 
it would seem very likely 
that the team would be on 
the road for the entire play- 
off run.

Wilmington had three legit- 
imate scoring chances in the 
first half. Taeya Peroni had 
a breakaway and her shot 
was kicked out by Cote.

for Wilmington, hoping to 
force Burlington to punt.

ANDOVER - Shawsheen

Senior running back 
Tim Russell leads the way 
with ten rushing touchdowns 
on the season, while junior 
Thiago DeAlmeida has five 
rushing TD’s. Running back 
Christos Argyropoulos is 
also a threat, while junior 
quarterback Tre Pignone is 
a multiple threat, with the 
ability to tuck and run, but 
also put the ball in the air 
when necessary, having 
thrown a pair of touchdown 
passes on the season. 

“They have a plethora of 
running backs that keep 


coming at you, and they are 
also very well coached on 
their offensive and defensive 
line,” Costabile said. “Bob is 
an old school coach, and 
they will be and old school 
football team. He will have 
them ready, and we will 
have to be ready to buckle 
up our chin straps and get 
ready for them.” 

Of course Shawsheen will 
present their share of prob- 
lems for Stoneham as well, 
as they have shown the abil- 
ity to both run and pass very 
effectively all season long.
